NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The sudden death of Sir William Kirby Green, Her Majesty's Minister 
Plenipotentiary in Morocco, has deprived the unhappy Jews in that country 
of a staunch friend. His predecessor, Sir John Drummond Hay, had 
rightly or wrongly been credited with being plus royaliste que le roi, more 
Moorish than the Sultan himself, and though personally of very great ability 
and enlightenment looked at all questions from the’ point of view 
of a ruler who desired a free hand. Sir W. K. Green’s antecedents, 
when he held Consular offices in Morocco itself, and later in 
Tunis, Damascus and Beyrout, proved that he was animated by 
the best sentiments towards our coreligionists in the localities where 
he was stationed. During his short occupancy of the post of British 
Minister at Tangier, his Excellency championed the cause of the 
oppressed Jews on several occasions, and one of the tasks he sét himself in 
his mission to the Moorish Court, which unhappily has come to so sad a 
termination, was to bespeak the Sultan’s favour for the miserably housed 
Jews of Mogador, who anxiously desire the enlargement of the Ghetto in 
which they are cooped up. Sir W. Kirby Green’s high estimate of the Jews 
in Morocco and of the mission that lies before them, is admirably expressed 


in the following passage from a letter addressed by him to the Conjoint — 
‘Committee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association :— 


“ The only hopeful sign of progress that exists in the empire is the extraordinary 
advance towards civilisation made by the Moorish Jews, who are now rapidly 
developing into an enlightened community, likely, perhaps, in a not distant futare 
to lead even the Moors into acquiring the benefits of an advance and education 
introduced into Morocco with the support of your Committee and under the 
fostering care of your Association.” 7 


The Contemporary Review publishes a startling articleon the “ Tsar — 


and the Jews.” The communication is signed “ Anglo-Russian.” It pur- 
ports to be a defence of the Russian Government’s policy towards the Jews, 


By its unsympathetic references to the Lord Mayor's Meeting, its praise of — 
the Czar, its citation of a Russian paper’s distorted version of England's 
work of civilisation in India and Egypt, and by its long translation of an . 


anti-Jewish publication on the Jewish question by M. Skalkoffsky, the 
article may be judged to be the genuine utterance of one who has at heart to 
defend the Czar and his Government. And what is the utmost this advocate 
can urge? He makes no further effort to deny the cruelties and oppressions 
which the Russian agencies were at first instracted to represent as inven- 
tions. He admits them, and admits fully the Czar’s personal responsibility, 
and this is his justification. 


The children of Israel of the present century are becowing “ too many and too 
mighty ” for the people of Russia, and the modern Pharaoh is endeavouring in hie 
own way to reduce their number, and to weaken their power. Like his prototype, 
he considers his best plan is to make them “to serve with rigour,’ to make exist- 
ence harder for them. Perchance, then, they may be induced to start in search of 
a new Canaan. . 


That is the gist of the whole article, that the 6,000,000 Jews are so 
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of Russia. Isis for this reason that unfortunate men and innocent babes 
are hounded, starving, into cities reeking with typhus. High policy dictates 
the enforcement upon the Jews of a scheme of emigration. 


Expulsions of Jews have been frequent in history. We have read of 


them in England, Russia, Germany, Spain, Portugal. They have often 
been accompanied by great cruelties. The indirect expulsion cf to-day from 
Russia is surely the most cruel of all. If the Czar would ship so many 
thousands a year of his subjects from St. Petersburg and Odessa, he would 
cause infinitely less suffering than by the Macchiavellian policy now ascribed 
to him by his defender, of so torturing the Jews that they should themselves 
adopt a ‘‘ voluntary” emigration. What a wasteful and indirect method 
of playing with the lives and hopes of sensitive human beings! We hesitate 
to accept a theory which is only too plausible, and our hesitation springs from 
reluctance to believe that the devilry often described is the conscious and 
designed act of the Emperor. It is now gravely asserted by his own advocate 
that Alexander III. with deliberate purpose turns the wheel which sets in 
motion the dreadful racks and hideous instruments of moral and physical 


degradation which the Russian law has gradually elaborated for the mis- 
handling of Jews. | |

Except the development of the theory that the Emperor of Russia. 


is the author of this diabolical plot against the lives and liberties of six 
mi'lions of his subjects, there is little new in the article. Its long excerpts 
from ‘‘ Contemporary Russia” are, however, instructive. The,author of the 
section on the Jews in this work deals with the subjec# with the usual 
shocking inconsequence of the Russian public writer. He finds that the 
Jews marry and have children in larger proportions than the Christians, 
and thinks this proves that Jews are richer than their neighbours. 
The statistician knows that prudential restraint comes with wealth. 
How poor the grain-dealers are the writer shows on the same page, 
‘*The Jew-buyers are rarely possessed even of the means of depositing 
an advance of 10 or 20 roubles on a parcel of grain ; the purchase is there- 
fore arranged by a Jew-broker.’’ He complains of the Jews (who are by 
Jaw excluded from tilling the soil) not doing manual work, and soon after 
mentions their numbers in the port of Odessa where the coal-whippers, the 
dock-labourers, the stevedores, are Jews. Hedoes not contradict Mr. E. 
B. Lanin’s statement that the Urthodox usurer lends at a higher rate of 
interest than the Hebrew money-lender, but argues that the orthodox 
Koulak is illiterate, not averse to an occasional carouse with his compeers, 
and therefore apparently preferable, and certainly preferred, to the Jew. 


The Voroe Vremja has again ran the risk of having to eat its own 


words. Undeterred by its recent experience in being compelled to retract, 


and apologise for, its wilfully inaccurate account of the action of Lord 
Rothschild in connection with the recent Financial Crisis in London+that 
paper has published a virulent article entitled ‘* The Jew at the Gate,” in 
which it again attacks the Rothschilds. It fails to see that by creating and 
developing the Baku naptha industry through their financial support. the 
Rothschilds have practically helped ‘to call into activity much latent 
wealth in Russia, and to give employment to thousands of its poverty-stricken 
population. Probably the paper will again be compelled to moderate its holy 
zeal in inflaming public opinion against the Jews. The Finance Minister, 


at least, cannot regard this latest exhibition of spleen with either favour or 
complacency. 


— 


On Monday evening, the 16th, Lord Rothschild wiil preside at 
the Dinner in aid of the Funds of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, and we may well anticipate that his appeal will evoke a 
liberal response. His lordship’s efforts will be appropriately supple- 
mented by the happy idea of a simultaneous appeal in all the syna- 
gogues on Sabbath, the 14th. This “ Orphan Day” should be the 
means of arousing wide-spr@ad interest in the admirably administered Insti- 
tution at Norwood. There is urgent need for extending the field of its 
regular supporters, particularly in the provinces, whence many of its in- 
mates aredrawn. Some few country congregations such as Birmingham 
and Newcastle have recognised readily and liberally the claims of the charity 
by forming local ‘Orphan Aidqjpeieties,”—an example that has been 
followed in East London; at South Manchester half the small 
congregation subscribe direct, at ~Hastings all the few members have 
become contributors, and in the scattered Welsh congregations a similar spirit 
prevails. To foreigners who have prospered in England, the Institution 
particularly appeals, for no less than 75 per cent. of its inmates are the off- 
spring of foreigners. No appeal in aid of the charity has been made since 
1888 ; there is an annual deficit of some £1,500, and the Committee are 
in debt to the bankers. These facts should be enough to ensure an 
overwhelming response to the appeal in aid of the 270 children (of whom 
230 are orphans) maintained and educated at Norwood.

The Spectator complains of the multiplicity of sermons with which 
regular church-goers are afflicted, and thinks that the average Christian is 
unequal to so much “ spiritual overfeeding.”

In the current number of 7me Mr. Israel Zangwill has collaborated 
with Eleanor Mark Aveling (daughter of Karl Marx), in writing a pn- 
Ibsenite skit called ** The Doll’s House Repaired,” which has since been 
published separately. Having placed Arve/ in the front rank of journals of 
its class Mr. Zangwill is now able to occupy himself with more permanent 
literary work, which has been rather interrupted since, three years ago, he 
collaborated with Mr. Louis Cohen (under the nom de plume of ‘ Freeman 
Bell”) and wrote that remarkable clever novel, “ The Premier and the 
Painter.” We mentioned last week that he has promised a play for the 
Independent Theatre ; this is not the only dramatic work he has in hand. 
He is also engaged on ahumourous novel called “‘ The Batchelors’ Club,” 
which will be published in May. It was originally intended for Messrs, 
Henry and Co’s “ Whitefriars Library of Wit and Wisdom,” which has 
just been led off by’ Mr, Andrew Lang, but the cost of production will not 
enable it to be broaght ont at this cheap price. We believe that Mr. Zangwill 
has received an Offer from the American Jewish Publication Society to write 
an original Jewish novel, on a larger scale than his Jewish stories written 
under the nom de plume of ‘* The Baroness von 8S.” eas 

The one bit of brightness in a burlesque of ‘‘ Antony and Cleopatra” 
(dreary as the Libyan desert) which was produced at the Avenue on 
Monday night was the admirable imitation of Wilson Barrett by Mr. Frank 
Lindo, who in the rest of the piece played Enobarbus, It was a perfect 
piece of mimicry, which gained for the young actor a double recall snd 
an encore. The words of this little interlude were written by Mr. Lindo 
himself, who combines no small degree of literary skill with his extra 
ordinary elocutionary ability. So great was the hit made by Mr. Lindo 
in what was almost his first real chance in London, that some of our conten- 
poraries refused to consider ‘“ Mdlle Cleopatra” as anything but an appendix 
to Lindo. Some of them by the way discovered a natural physical resem- 
blance between Mr. Lindo and his prototype, evidently unaware that he was 
made up with a false nose. Mr. Lindo’s imitation of Irving is no whit infenot 
to his Barrett, and perhaps we shall have a chance of hearing both at the new 
entertainment Cagliostromantheon, where his services had been previously 
retained. It will be remembered that Mr. Lindo has also been entrasted 
with the chief part in Ibsen’s ‘‘ Ghosts,” which will initiate the performances 
of the ‘‘ Independent Theatre” of which he is business manager.

The 
Roumanian Jews who went thither did so independently and without communi- 
cating with the Society. When they were there and in need the Committee did, 
however, give them all the help that was possible. 

3. This Society undertook to provide for another Company of Jews in Cyprus 
and did so, and far more than carried out the conditions laid down in writing and 
approved by the Jews theinselves previously. Whatever inconvenience they 
suffered was due not to any incompleteness in the arrangements made by the 
Committee, nor to any insutticiency of the money provided, but to unauthorized 
action, which altered and multiplied the previous arrangements and enormously 
increased the expense, which was nevertheless at once met hy the Committee, by

AGED NEEDY SOCIETY.

Sik,—In your kind haste to have the report of our annual meeting in your 
issue of 27th ult., some slight inaccuracies crept int» your report, and shail be 
obliged if you will insert the following corrections, viz.: Mr. Stephen S. Hyam 
has been a valued member of our Committee for many years, and his name was 
specially referred to on a vote of condolence being accorded to him on the death 
of his father. Mr. Edward A. Joseph has likewise been a member of our Com- 
mittee since last year, whilst Mr. 8. M. Marsden is now added to our list of 
Committee. The name of Mr. H. J. Solomon appears in your report in mistake as 
auditor, as he has resigned, after many years’ services, and we have now the 
valuable aid of Mr. Lionel J. Lemon as one of our honorary auditors. 

The Committee, after the election,yelected Michael Gershon as a pensioner 
under our rule giving the Committee power to elect an admitted candidate longest 
on the list with the largest number of votes. | 

The lo-s of subscription to this Society, referred to by our President, which 
during the last four years amounts to a decrease of nearly £200 per annum, is 
indeed a serious matter, as crippling the endeavours of our Committee to grant 
pensions to aged needy men and women, many of whom have formerly held 
respectable positions. Ours is the only Pension Society for this class in the 
community, and we have now 88 pensioners, each receiving 5s. per week, equal to 
£13 per annum, and if a male pensioner dies leaving a widow with continuance 
of the pension to her. 

We have now remaining on our list 13 admitted candidates, two of whom are 
80 years of age, and the rest averaging 70 years of age. We ought to elect, at 
least, six of these at our next election in October, if we are provided with the 
funds. Our loss of subscriptions is partly due to deaths of old subscribers, dis- 
continuance by those who cannot afford to continue subseriptions, but partly by 
two other divergent causes, viz., persons complaining as to the miscarriage of votes 
and other like matters pertaining to contested elections, and withdrawal of sub- 
scriptions by some subscribers who are altogether opposed to the voting system. 

I appeal to subscribers of both classes to renew their subscriptions. All! 
possible means have been resorted to lessen the labour of canvassing and to in- 
crease the Committees’ votes, and we cannot go further in this direction unless 
an additional endowment is offered of some thousands of pounds which, at 
present, does not seem forthcoming.

Sir,—After an exhaustive discussion, out of all proportion to its importance, 
Mr. Montagu succeeded in convincing five out of the 57 members of the Council 
who listened to him that there was something in his objections to the method of 

edure which it was decided should be adopted for the election of the Chief 

abbi. | 
‘From the decision of an assembly which had the advantage of listening to 
the arguments pro and con, Mr. Montagu appeals to the larger circle reached by 
your journal, and asks them to condemn the decision arrived at upon the inaccu- 
rate, incomplete, and misleading statement of the case which he sets forth in his 
letter addressed to you of the 23rd ultimo. 

The duties of the delegates at the ensuing election will be unquestionably 
formal, to register the foregone decision of the orthodox Anglo-Jewish community 
that Dr. Adler be appointed to the vacant office of Chief Rabbi, the duties, 
emoluments, and all other details having previously been arranged and assented 
to by the constituent bodies. 

Mr. Montagu’s objections have therefore no practical value whatever in 
respect of the present election, but assuming there were two or more candidates, 
their qualifications and fitness for the office having been necessarily first approved, 
it is difficult to appreciate how the right of the electors would be better enforced 
by eight representatives with a single vote each, than by one with a voting 
power of eight. | 

The mandate of the representatives is simply to register the opinion of the 
majority of the seatholders of the congregation returning them. as to which 
candidate they desired should be elected. 

A and B being candidates, if four of the delegates voted for A, and four 
voted for B, the synagogue they represented would be virtually disfranchised. 

The objection to the monetary qualification and insistence on the rights of 

numbers to a preponderating influence in the election is absurd and untenable. 


Mr. Montagu admitted that those who did not contribute should not have 


the right of electing. It is surely a logical sequence of this admission that the 
payment of 21s. per annum towards the maintenance of the office should not give 
the same voting power as the payment of say—one hundred times that sum. 

The Federation of Synagogues with I think, some 1,600 members, forwarded 
for the first time, after the death of the late Chief Rabbi, £10 for the Chief 
Rabbi's Fund. If voting power is to be distributed on the basis of the amount 
of their contribution, they are not entitled to eight votes, and if on the basis of 
numbers, why is the demand of their President made on their behalf so modest, 
seeing that they would be entitled to a considerably larger number of votes, and 
thus acquire in return for their modest contribution of £10 towards an annual 
expenditure of £2,000, an important controlling influence in the election of a 
Chief Rabbi ? 

Every synagogue contributing, if only 21s. annually, has a right to one 
vote. Mr. Stuart Samuel’s presumably intended witty eaying about “ dealing out 
the Chief Rabbi in tive pound packets,” fails in commending itself to thoughtful 
readers by reason of being wanting in the essential element of having fact for 
its foundation, and better evidence than his bare statement would be required to 
demonstrate that the United Synagogue is unpopular or more indifferent to the 
rights and interests of poorer members of its own body, or of the community 
generally than such self-constituted champions as either hinnself or Mr. Montagu. 
__ There may be, and probably is, some difference of opinion as to how far the 
enlightenment of the nineteenth century is represented by Mr. Montagu ; he 
himself instanced the abolition of privileged membership by the United Syna- 
gogue as an example of progressive legislation, yet this gentleman was the most 
active opponent of this abolition of class privilege, and acted as teller for the 
opposition at the’ historical meeting, presided over by Lord Rothschild, and held 
at the Jews’ Free School some ten years ago. Again,{the recent financial scheme, 
which gave to constituent synagogues the control of their surplus income, met 
with his strenuous resistance, and in his address at the last meeting of the 
Council he foreshadowed his intention of taking up an antagonistic position to 
the Proposed East End Scheme, projected by Laed Rothschild, and which has 
for its sole object the promotion of the welfare of the poorest of our brethren 
iyving in that part of the metropolis. 

Such is not a record of the attitude which one would 
advocate of progressive and enlightened legislation.

In the years that followed, 
all the men and women who have made the Sephardi an honored name her, 
have gathered in prayer beneath its roof, have adorned it by their noble lives ant 
have endowed the Synagogue and its charities with their wealth. When any 
additional expense was required, our forefathers did not button up their ows 
pockets tightly and grab what they could of the Synagogue funds. They cor- 
sidered no pecuniary sacrifice too great for God’s service. As time went on an! 
afteri the secession of many of our wealthy members, a branch Synagogue was 
opened at the West End, and as the remaining influential families live chiefly in 
that direction, Bevis Marks is left to the poor.

~GRAETZ'’S HISTORY OF THE JEWS. 


— 


_ _ Two volumes of the English edition of Graetz’s History of the Jews (David 
Nutt, London), have appeared this week. The work is to be eompleted in five 
volumes, and is a condensed reproduction of the eleven German volumes without 


the notes and citations of authorities. The history of th ‘ 
brought down to the year 1870. as istory of the Jewish people will be 


Miss Bella Lowy has carefully translated the whole or greater portion of the first 


volume, and has edited the entire work ; she returns thanks in the preface for 
the scholarly co-operation of Mr. Israel Abrahams in dealing with certain 
difficulties, while Prof. Graetz, in his portion of the preface, refers to Mr. F. D. 
Mocatta, “ whose life-task it is to further all humane and intellectual interests, 
and who has caused this translation to be made and published.” ‘The first volume 
runs rapidly through the Biblical record, brightening the analysis of the historical 
books y apt references to the prophets, and with a more sparing use of Assyrian 
and Egyptian materials than the knowledge now gained might have permitted. 
Full of suggestion is the incidental reference to Miriam as one of the triad of 
Liberators, honoured equally with her brothers, Moses and.Aaron. This ‘volume 
ends with a stirring account of the struggle and triumphs of the Maccabees. 

The second volume deals with those battles of the kites and crows which 
immediately preceded the Christian era: and then relates the unfortunate 
occurrences of that momentous epoch, including the unjust execution by the 
Romans of one earnest Jewish reformer, which led to the subsequent massacres 
and oppressions of millions of his own race in widely distant lands and times. 
Tne bloody wars and protracted sieges of this period are concluded by a 
es of Flaviys Josephus writing the story of his people in the quiet of 
Sesars palace. There follows an account of the Synhedrion of Jamnia, the 
revolt against Trojan, and the victories of the Son of a Star, which Dr. 
Richardson made the subject of his interesting novel. The Jewish 
State having been broken up on -the fall of Bethar, the rest of the book 
is little more than a history of literature up to the definite completion of the 
Babylonian Talmud at the close of the 5th century, “when the Jews of the 
Arabian peninsula were sowing the first seeds of a new religion and laying the 
foundations of a new empire, and when the Gothic and Frankish Kingdoms 
were rising in Europe from the ruins of ancient Rome.” 

These handsome volumes will he a welcome addition to our libraries. 
The scholar must still tse the German edition for the sake of its references, but 
the reputation of Dr. Graetz as an historian is sufficiently established for the 
ordinary reader to take his statements on trust without requiring at every turn 
to know his authorities. The condensation is not always quite judiciously made, as 
when we are told “ In the midst of these rejoicings Samuel delivered an address, 
which bears testimony to the powers of his mind and to his greatness as a 
prophet.” The seer could have spared this testimonial. On the other hand, 
vigorous and effective are the touches in which the author and translator de- 


_ scribe the mleu in which the sublime poetry of the ancient Hebrews was evolved, 


the pastoral solitudes of Judah, the distant prospects of snow-clad Hermon, the 
rivers, lakes, and fertile low country (shefelah) of the Holy Land. We may hope 
to possess, for the first time in English, on the near completion of the work a 
complete and coherent aceount of that wondrous past of our race, which is still, 
as we all believe, to be worked out by a future outcome not less marvellous. 


JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


On Sunday next will be held the Annual General Meeting of the contributors to 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, and we may hope that a large audience will be 
present to hear the usual lucid review by the chairman, Mr. B. L. Cohen, of the 
work of the Board during last year. This work is given in much detail in the 
Annual Report of the Institution. It literally bristles with facts and figures 
relating to the relief of the Jewish poor. There is one broad fact clearly and 
conciusively proved in the Report, namely, that every endeavour is made to give 
adequate relief to promising cases, and to encourage thrift and providence through 
the means of the Loan and Industrial Departments. A total of 3,351 cases 
(representing 12,047 individuals), were relieved in 1890 against 2,588 cases in 
1889. The number of native cases shows a steady decline, being only one-eighth 
of the total. These are distinctly independent of charity except in cases of real 
misfortune or failing health. Out of 1,319 cases who applied for the first time 
only 86 were natives and no less than 1,019 were Russians and Poles ; 567 of 
these cases were assisted to emigrate only. The Board evidentl does its utmost 
to discourage the settlement here of those who do not exhibit undoubted ability to 
maintain themselves. Only 134 of those who arrived in 1890 were assisted to 
settle here. In all 742 cases were helped to emigrate, either to return homewards 
or to go onwards (to America and other parts), only 40 cases of native poor were 
assisted to emigrate. ‘The Board does not observe any crushing out of the 
native Jewish poor as a consequence of the immigration of Foreigners. 

In the last year, 639 loans, to the aggregate of £2,446, were granted, the 
highest amount on record. It says much for the honesty of the borrowers as 
well as the care in administration, that less than six per cent. of the loans have 
been written off as bad debts. 108 youths were apprenticed, bringing up the 
total still under charge~of the Board at the erid of the year to 350 apprenticed 
to 79 different trades. 

The Industrial Committee asks for additional capital to carry on its work, 
one of the most valuable branches of the Board’s beneficent labours. The 
Workrooms’ Committee complains of want of work to keep the 36 girls fully 
employed. It is possible that the remedy is to be found in apprenticing rather 
than directly employing 36 Jewish girls at a cost of £335. Only one girl was 
apprenticed by the Board in 1890. The Schools for Cookery afford a promising 
field for Jewish girls, having regard to the dearth of Jewish cooks, whose 
ranks might be increased with manifest advantage to rich and poor. er 

It is disappointing to find that notwithstanding the herculean task which 
the Board heroically discharges with 80 much success, the material support 
given by the community shows a shrinkage rather than an expansion. The con- 
tributions of the public fell off more than 13 per cent. lagt. year ; annual sub- 
scriptions were £1,580 against £1,827 in 1889 ; donations were some £946 less, and 
altogether the total contributions to the Board diminished by upwards. of £1,600. 
This is a grievous fact which betokens an_ utterly inadequate appreciation of the 
immense services to the poor and to the community at large rendered b the 
Board. It is mentioned in the Report thatthe income from other sources (dividends, 
&c.), is now in excess of the whole cost of administration. “ The public may therefore 
have the satisfaction of eneing every penny contributed y then), without an 
deduction whatever, is expended absolutely either in the form of a loan or ¢ gt! 


to the poor.”’ There is a normal deficit in the estimates for the next year of 
£9,300.

Is it 


not a fact that the Portuguese Jews of the East End are so widely scattered — 


as to make the selection of a really convenient site an impossibility ? There 
is not the slightest guarantee that any synagogue that may be built in that 
quarter will be more centrally situated than the synagogue in Bevis Marks: 
To that part of the scheme which deals with West End require nents, less 
objection is to be taken. If the Bryanston Street Synagogue is too small 


and inconveniently placed, let a larger place of worship be built 


in a more suitable position in Maida Hill. But no elaborate scheme o 
demolition is needed to enable this to be done. The one legitimate object 


aimed at by the scheme may be attained without touching a single brick of 
the old snoga, 


A distinction may very properly be drawn between the Bevis Marks 
Synagogue itself and the surrounding buildings belonging to the congre- 
gation. While the destruction of the former ought to be resisted as an act 
of vandalism which has not even the excuse of utility, the latter might be 
pulled down without doing violence to the most delicate susceptibilities. The 


rents obtained by letting the site of these houses would go towards reducing — 


the cost of building the new synagogue atthe West End. The scheme as 
it now stands contemplates a huge sale of funded property to pay for the 
erection of two synagogues. A modified scheme, such as we are suggesting, 
would keep intact a larger portion of the congregational funds, and what is 
more important still—would preserve inviolate the old place of worship. If 
there is an objection to selling out stock for the purpose of carrying out only 
half the scheme, our Sephardic brethren have a very obvious alternative ready 
to their hands. Suppose they raised the amount required for building a 
synagogue at the West End, by their own personal contributions! This 
would not be a bad way of showing the reality of their attachment to 
Sephardic traditions, and of proving the vitality of their ancient congregation. 
At any rate to pull down the old place of worship which is the visible em- 
bodiment of Anglo-Sephardic Judaism, and about which clings every historic 
memory that our Spanish and Portuguese brethren especially cherish, is an 
odd method of exhibiting that reverence for the past, that pride of ancestry, 
which has hitherto prominently characterised the Sephardi. 


The whole thing, it may be said, is a matter of sentiment ; and so it 
is. But in this instance sentiment means avery great deal. The very 
existence of the Sephardim as a separate section of English Jews has purely 
sentimental considerations to justify it. Whenever the congregation has 
bean invited to draw closer the bonds of union which connect it with the 
rest of the community the reply of non poxssumus has always, either avowedly 
or tacitly, been inspired by the fear of absorption. Sephardic separatism 
is a principle which has been set above everything else, and asserted at all 


| hazards ; and even those who have regretted the consequent injury that has 
been inflicted on the general interests of the community, have not failed to — 


admire the consistency of principle and the tenacity of purpose with 
which it has been carried out. Now all this powerful sentament which has 
been successfully invoked to defeat schemes tending to th communal 


| benefit, is to be scattered to the winds at the bidding of an inexplicable 


desire—we had almost said a mania—for dabbling in leases and 
ground rents. No mere carting away of the old materials—QozrEN 
Anne’s beam among them—and re-erecting them elsewhere, will fill the 
void. You might just as well paste the petals of a flower together, and 
think that it is the iiving, breathing thing that delighted you yesterday. 


The ancient synagogue parts with its power, its life,on the day that it is 


demolished brick by brick ; and when it dies thus, the end of the Sephardic 
congregation will not be far off. 


In appealing to our Spanish and Portuguese brethren to spare the 
synagogue in which their fathers worshipped, we are really appealing to them 
to preserve themselves as a corporate body. Their traditions are their very life- 
blood, and those traditions cling to the old building, and will make their 
home nowhere else. But there is a still broader aspect to the question. 
The Sephardic congregation hold their historic synagogue in trust for the 
entire AngloiJewish community. They are not accustomed to act with 
cynical disregard for what the world thinks of their actions, 
and every English Jew is interested in the preservation of an edifice 
which carries his thoughts back to the earliest days of the com- 
munal life. For him, too, the old synagogue has its message ; 
and his ear is still sensitive enough to catch it, however deaf 
some of the traditional custodians of the place may be. In short, the 
question is & communal, not a merely congregational qtestion ; and we are 
greatly mistaken if public opinion does not quickly and powerfully rally to 
the support of those members of the Portuguese congregation who are 
determined to prevent the destruction of what is at once the palladium of 
Sephardic Judaism and the greatest of Anglo-Jewish historic monuments, 
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JEWISH ASSOCIATION FOR THE DIFFUSION OF 
RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE. 


The Annual Meeting of the members of this Association was held on Wed- 
nesday, at the Central Synagogue Chambers ; Mr. Henry Lucas, President, occupied 
the chair. 

The Twenty-ninth Annual Report states that the record of the year will bear 
favourable comparison with that of previous years. First and foremost among the 
many useful labours in 1890 is that in connection with the publication of the 
‘ Authorised Prayer Book” (the Rev. S. Singer's translation), the copyright of 
which has been presented to the Association. The Sabbath School Classes, held at 
the Jews’ Free School, have been carried on with their usual success, and conducted 
with the same love and devotion on the part of the voluntary staff of teachers as 
formerly. The average attendance shows a slight falling off, 618 as against 687. 
The Board School classes are now being managed by Committees appointed to 
each set of classes. with the result that a very appreciable improvement is des- 
cernible. The following are the number of pupils on the registers at the respective 
Board School Classes : Old Castle Street (where Mr. Abraham Levy occupies, the 
post of Honorary Superintendent), !80; Settles Street, 700 : Chicksand Street, 536 ; 
Gravel Lane (for girls and infants only), 242; Berner Street, 320; Hanbury Street, 
300. There are now 3,078 children in the classes under the care of the Association, 
and this large number will be greatly augmented during the present vear by the 
establishment of classes at Board Schools in Church Row, Aldgate, and Buck’s. Row, 
Whitechapel, The Association finds it very difficult to obtain the requisite supply 
of qualified Jewish teachers. This is a matter which in the near future must 
seriously occupy the attention of the community, and although the Association, 
under its present constitution, cannot undertake the training of teachers, the 
Committee point out to the public how great is the necessity to consider this 
question. Ihe cost of maintenance of the classes for 1890 was £683 (or about 
4s. 4d. per scholar), a modest sum for the religious training of over 3,000 children. 
The subscriptions and donations to the general fund remain practically the same, 
£133 128, 6a., but there is a falling off of £188 in the subscriptions and donations 


to the Board Schools Classes Fund. The usual grant of £20 has been made to the 


Old Ford and North Bow Jewish Classes, and grants of money and books have also 
been made to varivus religion classes in London and the Provinces. In the con- 


cluding passage of the Repcrt, the Committse point out that the Board School 


Classes are a distinct necessity, the growth of the Jewish population in the East 
End rendering it impossible to find room in the Jewish denominational schools 
for the thousands of children who now attend Board Schools. The balance sheet 
of the general fund shows a total income from all sources of £770, and an ex- 
penditure of £862, the working expenses being only £22. 

Mr. HeNnky LUCAS moved the adoption of the report, and after paying a 
high compliment to its author, the Rev. David Fay, one of the Hon. Secretaries, he 
proceeded to describe its most salient features, which are given in the above 
extract. Speaking of the Managing Committee connected with each Board School 
Religion Clars, Mr. Lucas said that great advantage had been derived from the 
introduction of this system which was due to the suggestion of Mr. Nathaniel L. 
Cohen. It had also an indirect advantage, as it would bring to to the ivstitution 
new friends who would become acquainted with the work and might be trusted to 
further itsobjects. He regretted to say that the progress of the finances oid not 
keep pace with the work, and but for a fair balance at the commencement of 1890, 
the Association would now be ina state of bankruptcy. The cost of classes for 
1861 was estimated at £850. That was thesum which would provide for the reli- 
gious and moral education of 3,078 children, or 53. 7d. per head. That was not an 
extravagant amount, and he appealed to all friends of the institution to assist him 
in raising £680 for the present year, the difference between that amount and £850 
being represented by annual subscriptions. He was eorry to say that the sending 
out of circulars was of little avail. He had late'y issued an appeal, and the result 
was most insigoificart, the sum hitherto received in response being under £30. He 
asked all friends to bring home to the Jewish community the fact, which it seemed 
to ignore, that if the Association were not enabled to carry on its work, the thon- 
sands of children under its charge must be left to pick up such knowledge of 
their religion and its moral principles as they might obtain in their homes or in the 
gsr. Mr. Lucas refered in conclusion to Mr. Singer's translation of the Prayer 

ok, to Mre. N. Montefiore’s generosity in paying the cost of publication and of 
the electro plates for subsequent editions that would perpetuate the work, and of 


the extraordinary success it had achieved. 


The Rev. Dr. ADLER, in seconding the motion, said that of the different means 
proposed for meeting the spiritual destitution in the East End of which so much 
was rightly spoken, none was more efficient than the work undertaken by the 
Association. Much adverse criticism was passed upon it in some quarters. It was 
said that the children were not sufliciently instructed, that the hours were not 
adequate, and that the standards also were not high enough. He admitted that 
this was se, but he would ask the critics whether they had done anything to 
remedy this state of things, especially in respect to one point, viz., whether they 
did anything to induce a better attendance. That was a work rightly within the 
scope and purview of ministers, and he could assure the Association that it was 
receiving the best attention of the Committee of Ministers. As was pointed out in 
‘the Report, tne work of the Association needed further expansion. There were 
many of the Board Schools in the East End which were attended as yet by a small 
number of Jewish children, who were receiving no religious instruction whatever. 
Measures must be taken to group them at one institution. Momentous, however, 
as was the duty of the Assuciation with respect to children in the East End, there 
were a large number of children who attended Board Schools in the West, and 
whose parents were unable—he feared in some cases they were also unwilling—to 
provide them with religious instruction. Mr. Henry A. Franklin. who was manager 
of four Board Schools in the West End, had written to him that to his certain 
knowledge there were in each of these schools children who received no religious 
instruction, and he begged the Association to consider whether it could not provide 
such instruction at a central Board School. All this work required the liberal, 
ungrudging, and unstinted help of the community at large. What would the com. 


® munity do, or rather, what would it say, if Jewish children at Board Schools were 


left without any religious education? Dr. Adler concluded with a eulogy of the 
services rendered to the Association by the Rev. D, Fay, and by urging the need for 
a larger staff of competent teachers. 

Mr. NATHANIEL L. COHEN, after a passing reference to the success that had 
so far attended the system of attaching Managing Committees to the respective 
classes, said that the development of the good work undertaken by the Association 
must necessarily depend on the funds available. He had gone through the list 
of contributors and had found that out of £700, £315 had come from fifteen 
individuals, so that atout £400 was the total practical testimony which the Jewish 
community gave of its real appreciation of the need for giving children an oppor- 
tunity of learning the language of their prayers and the moral precepts of their 
religion. He suggested that as the work of the Association was nearly akin to that 
of the Synagogue, it might receive more assistance from the Synagogue Organisa- 
tions. He did not propose that a direct grant should be given by the United 
Synagoguc as was the case with Jews’ College and the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
but he thought that a general collection might be organised in every synagogue on 
one Sabbath analogous to what was done in respect to the Hospital Sunday Fund. 

Mr. ELLIS A. FRANKLIN said that on looking through the list of Honorary 
Officers and Committee he had found that they numbered altogether 43.

Votes of thanks were passed to Mr. Abraham Levy, Hon. Superintendent of the 
Classes at the Old Castle street Board School; to Mr. Elkan N. Adler, the Hon 
Superintendent and the honorary teachers of the Sabbath Classes held at the Jews’ 
Free School, and to the Honorary Examiners. 

The several motions connected with the elections and the votes of thanks 
afforded opportunities to the respective speakers to offer a variety of suggestions 
tending to improve the financial status of the Association and to increase its staff of 
teachers. Mr. N. 8. JOSEPH suggested that the want of teachers might be overcome 
by manning the propoged classes in the West End with honorary teachers. The Rey. 
S. SINGER supported this view and recommended the advisability of training such 
teachers. Mr. OSWALD SIMON pointed out that when free education became an 
accomplished fact, the importance and necessity for the institution would be greatly 
increased, and he urged that its work should be supported by the synagogue, of 
which it was in reality a department. Mr. DAvip ALBERT LEVY, as an honorary 
teacher at alarge public school, referred to the importance of the work on which 
the Association was engaged. . 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the chair. . 


BEVIS MARKS SYNAGOGUE. |

In compliance with a circular issued by Mr. A. Lindo Henry, to a number of 
Yehidim, abont 20 assembled at the Gates of Hope School, Heneage Lane, last 
Tuesday afternoon, to consider the action to be taken in view of the general meeting 
to be held next Sunday, when the scheme for the demolition of the synagogue and 
schools, as well as the surrounding congregational property, will be submitted by 
the Mahamad and Elders. 

Mr. Linpo HeEyRy, who was voted to the chair, in a few introductory remarks 
explained that, considering the subject of the highest importance, he had thougitt it 
desirable to convene that meeting, so that, if deemed necessary, concerted action 


gathering was purely informal, he suggested that the discussion should be only of a 
conversational character and free from the restrictions regulating ordinary debates. 

Nearly all the gentlemen present took part in the discussion which followed. 
General regret was expressed that all the Yehidim had not been invited to that 
meeting, especially as it was kuown that many of the most pronounced opponents 
of the Scheme were noteven aware that it had been convened. It was also com- 
plained that the Elders, in giving only eight days’ notice of the meeting, practically 
prevented the Yehidim from taking any concerted action in the matter, or agitating 
tor the abandonment of the Scheme, as was the case five years ago. Dealing with 
the financial merits of the Scheme, there was a unanimous feeling that no objection 
would be offered to the disposal of the entire vlock of buildings, provided only the 
venerable synagogue itself were spared. Statistics were then given showing that 
the attendance at Bevis Marks on Sabbaths and Festivals compared favourably with 
that at other metropolitan synagogues, although the services of a paid Minyan had 
never been called into requisition. Another matter which several of the speakers 
rather severely handled was the closing some yearsago of the ‘‘Gatesof Hope ” 
School, and the transfer of the pupils toa Board School, this step, it being con- 
tended, paving the way for the eventual closing of the synagogue. 

Before separating, a resolution was arrived at, with two dissentients, pledging 


the meeting to oppose the adoption of the Demolition Scheme when submitted to 
the Yehioim.

ORAL TEACHING OF DEAF MutTEs,—On Thuraday the 26th ult., Mr. William Van 
Praagh. Director of the Association for the Oral Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, 
11, Fitzroy Square, gave a lecture on the Pure Oral System of teaching Deaf Mutes, 
at the Central London Throat, Nose, and Ear Hospital, Gray’s Inn Road. A unique 
feature of the above Hospital is its department for the treatment of Defects of 
Speech, which, from the very first, has been in charge of Mr. Van Praagh. The 
lecturer described the theory and practice of teaching on the Pure Oral system, ’.¢., 
by means of spoken languagé and lip reading exclusively, and its many advantages. 

‘He referred especially to lip-reading as a grea‘ boon not only in congenital cases, 
but also to children aud adults who may suffer from incurable deafness, the result 
of disease. The lecture was illustrated by the exhibition of several young children 
in various stages of education, aad of some adults.

“honestand a Jew! such a combination is unparalleled.” On hearing these words 
his Majesty rose and abruptly left the theatre. 

As the result of this incident, the Intendant of the Opera has applied to the 
Government for power to examine the MSS. of all pieces intended for production 
at special performances not under his control. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The general election in Austria commenced this week, and will not conclude 
before the 21st inst. In Lower Austria the German Liberals on Tuesday lost 
four rural seats, who were gained by anti-Semites. It was not expected that the 
influence of this mischievous party would prove to be strong in the country 
districts. These four victories are therefore of bad augury for the Vienna 
elections, Which were to take place yesterday. A victory of the anti-Semites in 
two-thirds of the constituencies in the Capital is regarded as certain.

| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Bertin, Marca Ist, 1891. 


The Society for Assisting Jewish Students in Berlin celebrated its Jubilee 
bya banquet held last Thursday. “Be kind to the children of the poor and 
assist them, for knowledge emanates from them.” This saying of the Talmud 
led some noble youths in 1840 to found a society for assisting poor Jewish 
students in Berlin. At that time there were, it is true, several foundations at 
the University, but the Jews could not gain any of these scholarships, as they 
did not enjoy social equality, and the scholarships were restricted to Christians. 
The Society was founded in memory of Adolph Schey, who died in 1838. 
Amongst the founders were the late Leopold Zunz, David Cassel, Samuel Kris- 
teller, Samuel Meyer, and S$. Neumann. The last three of the above-mentioned 
founders, who for 50 years have faithfully aided the Society, were elected honorary 
members at the Jubilee Banquet, and Sanititsrath Dr. S. Neumann has published 
al brochure, which gives an exhaustive and detailed account of the activity of the 
Society during the last 50 years. We gather from it that in the year 1847 the 
Students transferred the Society to the Jewish citizens of Berlin. and thus the 
Society's name, * Adolph-Stift”” was changed to “Society for Assisting Jewish 
Students in Berlin.” From small beginnings an important benevolent society 
has sprung up, for owing to its means and the number of its members (at 
present 823), it holds a very distinguished position, and does honour to the Jews 
of Berlin. Up to now the Society has assisted 1,403 students, and through the 
annual competition for its scholarships, incites them to more ardent study, and 
smooths the road which leads them to a successful career. Many of its scholars 
hold distinguished appointments under the State. 12 of them are celebrated 
Professors, 20 clever Rabbiner, and 280 excellent Doctors, and thus from the seed 
sown by the Society there has been reaped a rich harvest. 18 Foundations (“ in 
memoriam ”) now amount to 151,175 marks, the funds of the Society are 93,950 
marks so that it possesses altogether 245,125 marks. 

The Jubilee Banquet last Thursday was attended by more than 200 of the 
most prominent Jews of Berlin. Among them were Dr. Herman Senator, 
Professor and Geheimer Medizinalrath, Professor Dr. Emanuel Mendel, Dr. 
Samuel Kristeller, Geheimer Sanitatsrath, Rabbiner Dr. Maybaum, Rabbiner Dr. 
Levin of the Jewish Reform Congregation, Professor Lewandowski, Siegmund 
Meyer Koniglicher Justizrath, one of the Presidents of the Jewish community ; 
Karl Emil Franzos, the eminent novelist and many others, well-known in the 
world of Science, Art and Literature. 

Professor Dr. Lewin Goldschmidt Geheimer Justizrath, the President of the 
‘Society, in proposing the tirst toast, the health of the Emperor, gave a retrospect 
of the Society during the 50 years of its existence. | 

The second speaker was Rechtsanwalt Dr. Hermann Simon, Director of the 
International Bank. He especially emphazised ‘the fact, that at all times Jews 
highly esteemed knowledge and regarded it as the most precious possesion. He 
proposed the toast, ‘* prosperity and success to the Society.” 

Professor Dr. Julius Wolff, Director of the Royal University Poliklinik, 


ciated the presence of Professor Dr. Hirsch, Geheimer Medizinairath (a Christian), 
Dean of the medical Faculty at the Berlin University. 

Professor Dr. Hirsch proposed the welfare of the Society. 
had often had occasion to notice the salutary influence of the Society, especially 
in the case of poor Jewish medical students.

Both bodies have promised their assistance in this direction.—The President of the 
Aseociation having forwarded to the Executive Committee a letter he had received 
from the Rev. Henry Joseph, of Buenos Ayres (who urged that immediate action 
was necessary to relieve the distress among the Russo-Jewish Colonists in the 
Argentine), a copy was sent to the Alliance. The Executive Committee has since 
been informed that Baron de Hirsch has opened a credit of 100,000 francs for the 
benefit of the coloniste. | 


SCHOOLS IN THE East.—Mr. Selim S. Solomon, Hon. Secretary of the Bombay 
Branch, reports that Mr. Haeem Samuel, President of the Beni Israel School, enter- 
tains little hopes of being able to raise the balance (20,000 rupees) of the purchase 
money for the school building, and that he fears he will have to give up posses- 
rion at the end of the present year.—Through the kind exertions of Mr. E. M. 
Henriques, President of the Manchester Branch, a quantity of material wherewith 
to make clothing for the poorer pupils at the Beyrout School, has been presented 
by the following gentlemen in Manchester, in addition to Mr. Henriques : Messrs. 
Paul Sussmann, S. Bigio, E. Garson and A. Levi. The package was forwarded to 
Beyrout free of expense by Messrs. Levi Bros., of Bury Street, Bevis Marks.—The 
Alliance Israélite has applied for the renewal of the grant of £200 to Constantinople 
Schools, which is allocate by their local Committee to the Girls’ School in the dis- 
trict of Haskeui. The children lately gave a dramatic performance in aid of the 
funds, which produced an excellent moral effect.—Application is made for the 
renewal of the grant to the school at Haifa (Palestine), which is attended by 137 
pupile, who include four Mahomedans and five Christians. The Head Master 
speaks in eulogistic terms of the excellent moral effec: produced by the school on 
the Jewish community and on ite relations with the authoritie: and the non-Jewish 
- population.—The Committee of the Haskeui (Bulgaria) School has applied for 
subventions to cover the existing deficit, and towards building a suitable school 
house. The Municipality subsidises the school, and the Government has promised 
a grant equal to 35 per cent. of the amount raised for the school building.—The 
Executive Committee has been in correspondence with Mr. John Price and the 
Alliance relative to the renewal or otherwise of the former's engagement as 
technical instructor at the Jerusalem School. The Alliance contemplates replacing 
Mr. Price by three young men, originally educated in the Jerusalem School, and 
since trained in Paris.—A report fron Tetuan states that the girls’ school has a 
balance of income over expenditure, and that the more well-to-do pupils every day 
place money in a box towards making clothing for the poorer pupils. 

With reference to the letter from the Bombay Branch, Mr. H. H. Couuins 
moved that the matter be again referred to the Executive Committee, for the 
purpose of discussing whether avy fresh proposals could be recommended. . 

The CHAIRMAN said that he strongly opyrosed the resolution. He was of the 
opinion that the amount already recommended by the Executive Committee to be 
taken from the Education Fund, was sufficiently large. Were it increased it 
would mean that from half totwo-thirds of the fund would be devoted to one 
school—a result totally opposed to the views of the contributors.

Dr. ADLER said that the duty which every Israelite owed to the Torah was 
laid down in Joshus, chap. 1, v. 8. ‘“ This book of the Law shall not depart out of 
thy mouth ; but thou shalt meditate therein day and night, that thou mayest 
observe to do all that is written therein." Dr. Adler said that many treatises and 
handbocks of the Bible had been written, but the only real compendium was the 
Bible itself. If we wished to know our faith we must make it the centre of our 
meditation, the object of our learning and study. The duty was not fulfilled by 
studying or observing it only on the Sabbath ; it was for home use, on week days as 
well as on Sabbaths and Festivals. for the home more than for the synagogue, for 
it was in the home that it should be pondered over and its precepts observed, The 
tudy of the Law should be carried on ia its original language, for although trans. 
ations were not to be disparaged, the most beautiful conceptions lost their force 
when presented in another language. The letter and spirit of the Law would be 
better understood in its original language, and only those who so understood it 
would be in a position to reply to those who misinterpreted its meaning. ‘The text 
ordained the duty of studying day and night, this in its literal sense could only be 
carried out by Rahbhonim and those who had not the cares of earniog a livelihood, 
but the command really meant that we should always act up to what was written 
in the Law, so that it should be our defence, our armourand palladium, the weapon 
wherewith to destroy and trample upon all temptation. If we did our daily work 
in honesty, if we arstained from all forms of fraud, trickery and usury, if we 
were straightforward in all our transactions, in short 1f we were Vahkadesh Hashem, 
if we sanctified the Holy Name, we meditated upon the Law by day and night. In 
the evenings instead of following only amusement» and pleasure or of acting againat 
the law of purity, we remained in the bosoms of our homes and read a chapter of 
the Law we were Vakadesh Hashem and elevated our minds. And our sisters, too, 
in having nothing in their homes forbidden by the Law, in leading a life of kind. 
ness, in showing a good example to their children, they too meditated on the Law 
by day and by night. He would beg all to devote some portion of their 
evenings and leisure to study rather than playing cards, drinking, or de- 
voting them to idle talk. He felt ashamed when he contrasted what was done 
in this country by their non-Jewish brethren in the shape of Hebrew studies with | 
what was done by Jews. Inthe coursecf his visit to Cambridge during the two 
previous days he had met Dr. Taylor, the Revs. Mr. Streane and Mr. Collins, all of 
whom had published Hebrew works of deep research. There was a capital Beth 
Hamedrash, house of study, in the neighbourhood of Dalston, and he hoped that. 
the Jewishinhabitants would resort toit in large numbers. Dr. Adler concluded 
with an earnest prayer. 

Dr. LERNER delivered an address from the text ‘‘ Now therefore write ye this 
song for you, and teach it to the children of Israel; put it in their mouths that 
this song may be a witness for me against the children of Israel.’’ Io the course 
of his address. Dr. Lerner said that in the sacred writings we were told that the 
Ark of the Covenant was cased without and lined within with pure gold. This 
was a symbol of what our own hearts should be when the word of God found a 
resting vlace there, our own inner self should be pure as unalloyed gold. Purity of 
soul and purity of mind must be accompanied by the purity of our general habits 
of life. We must teach our children to observe the Law, and we shall have written 
a copy of the Law in the hearts of our children. 

The sermons were followed by Psalm cl., the usual Evening Service ani 
odw sung by the choir. 

At the conclusion of the servic2, Mr. and Mrs. Freedman ent?rtained the mem- 
bers of the Committee of the New Dalston Synagogue as well as some members of 
the Princes Street Synagogue at their residence, when their healths were proposed 


and duly honoured.

SABBATH MEALS SocreTy.—The annual general meeting of the subscribers ~ 
and contributors to the Society for providing Strangers with Meals, on Sabbaths and 
Holydays, was held at Camperdown House, Half Moon Passage, Whitechapel, on 
Sunday last, Mr. I. Birnbaum, President in the chair. The chairman moved the 
adoption of the Balance Sheet, which showed that the income during the past year 
amounted to £325, while the expenditure did not exceed £288. The Society had 
been able to provide 9284 meals to 1931 persons, at a cost of £232 2s., while the 
expenditure on the previous year’s meals amounted to £197 7s. 3d.,and only 7053 meals 
were provided to 1602 persons. The balanve sheet was unanimously adopted. 
The chairman said that every deserving person was provided with a meal, 
notwithstanding the fact that the subscriptions showed a decrease, and 
great care was taken to prevent impostors from obtaining the benefits of 
the Society. He did not think that Mr. S. Alexander was right when 
he said that, a good meal could be provider for 4d., instead of 6d. They would all 
agree that 6d., was not an extravagant amount for a Sabbath dinner. He moved & 
vote of thanks to Mr. I. Weber for his wery active services during the past year. 
The vote was duly seconded and carried. unanimously. The following are t e 
re-elected honorary officers for the ensuiing year :—President, Mr. I. Birnbau ;

‘ag of halt the world and moulded the forms of the religions held by the civilised 
ian of humanity. And how deep and abiding is the influence which its literature 
has exercised upoa the literature of the world ! It is with respect to these writings 
shat 1 would address a few words this evening to you. And here I would incident- 
ally mention that, as proved by several statements in the Midrash, it was the custom 
formerly to preach on Friday evenings as well as on the Sabbath day. 

Asa rule pulpit exhortations are devoted to the enforcement of duties which 
we owe either to God or to our feilow-men. I would, however, consecrate the brief 
alf-hour given me this evening to speak to you of an obligation due to yourselves, 
an obligation not inferior in importance to auy which our faith enjoins, the funda- 
mental and comprehensive duty of Talmud Torah, the study of the Law. 

This duty is enacted in the words repeated just now: * Ye shall lay up these 
My words in your heart and in your soul,” and this theme is echoed throughout the 
Bible. It isa familiar melody which continually strikes upon the ear. The very 
frst words of the Psalmist are in praise of him who delights in the Law of the Lord 
and who faithtully meditates thereon. The 119th Psalm contains no less than 106 
verses. They are all, without exception, devoted to the praise of the Law, exhorta- 
tions to its study, vows of attachment, and professions of obedience. The writings of 
our sages present a faithful reflex of the writings of the Bible. They knew and 
felt that an intimate aod thorough knowledge ot the Iaw constituted the very life- 
breath of Judaism. “The boor will not eschew sin, the ignorant cannot become a 
pious man.” Some of our ancient teachers once discussed the question whether the 
study or the practice of the law was more to be commended, and they were unanimous 
in declaring that greater weight should be attached to study, for practice without 
knowledge might degenerate into superstition and to a mere mechanical opus 
operatum, but “ Great is study, inasmuch as it leads to practice,” to an intelligent, 
devout.and enthusiastic performance of all the obligations of our faith. 

My dear Brethren,—As these precepts come before our mind, must we not be 
filled shame and deep humiliation? How is of 
Talmud Torah neglected now-a-days! It has been wisely ordaine at the 
Pentateuch should be regularly read through at our Sabbath services, else even 
that would be forgotten in Israel. But how little is known of the other portions of 

the Bible! Must it not be admitted that in many instances all the knowledge 
powessed of the other sections of holy writ is confined to the portions of the 
Prophets read in the synagogue, and the Psalms which have been incorporated into 
the liturgy? And of those who read their Bible, how few are there who care 
thoroughly to understand it, who seek to penetrate its meaning, who are impressed 
with the fact that it must not be glancei at like a newspaper or skimmed like the 
ought mus evoted to it, that careful reference must be made to the sacre 
original, so that we may fully enter into its spirit. Alas, as I think of our remiss- 
nees and neglect in this respect, the rebuke of Hosea forcibly strikes upon our ears : 
I have written to him the great things of My Law, but they were counted to him 
as astrange thing.” Often, often am I reminded of this text when I learn that my 
brethren have been questioned by their Christian neighbours touching the meaning 
of a ecriptural text, which should be familiar in their mouths as household words,

practical life, its pages being, therefore, as diversified in subjects as life is 
diversified by constantly changing, new and unforeseen occurrences. Then follow 
the Midrashim, the precursors of the modern sermon, where we behold the realities 
of the world in the mirror of holy writ. blended together with the highest principles 
of ethics, illustrated with maoy striking proverbs, well-chosen parables and wise 
apothegms. And as time wore on there was no science, no branch of knowledge 
which the Hebrews did not assiduously cultivate. As philosophers they sought to 
solve every problem that has at any time perplexed the human mind ; true poets, as 
some of them were: * What they had learnt in suffering they taught in song.” 
And therein consists the peculiarity of our poetry that. rich and varied as it is, it is 
almost exclusively consecrated to the service of religion, to glorify the Lord and to 
stimulate to a holier and purer life. To sum up the characteristics of tois literature 
I will quote a few words by a Christian author on the subject: “Ha who fairly 
enters within the gates, finds himself in a world of intellect where thought takes 
new forms and combinations, where the canons of practical life and righteousness 
are set forth in unusual and heart-stirring aspects, where devotion reaches a sub- 
limity in prayer and praise too rarely attained among ourselves—and ethical wisdom 
combining the venerable, the beautiful, the astute and the true, incalcates its lessons 
with the sanction of an ancient, revered, and unquestioned authority, the quiet self- 
possessed gentleness of parental love, with the grace and ornament of poetic 
illustration.” 

_ Must it not be a subject of bitter reproach to us that we are so piteously 
ignorant of this literature. It may be argued that this lack of knowledge is due to 
the small supply of books in the vernacalar which we possess on this subject in 
England compared with the number of works issued yearly on the Continent. But 
does not, in this as in all departments, the trath hold good, that the supply is 
always equal tothe demand? And is this argument valid io a university, which 
until recently could point toa Dr. Wright and Schiller-Szinessy, which still can boast 
of a Robertson Smith, a Taylor, a Mason, a Bensley, a Lowe and a Schechter, a Streane, 
and a Collins. It rests with you, my brethren, you, whoare the hope of Anglo-Judaism, 
to correct this apathy by the force of your example. When the late Numa Hartog 
had gained his proud distinction at this University, he at once determined to devote 
the few hours of his leisure to communal work. And it was his especial joy and 
pride to help in founding and upholding a Society for Hebrew literature. Let me 
beg that whilst you cherish here the rich inheritance of transmitted knowledge, 
while you delight in the giant strides made by science, whilst you are justly proud 
of the academic distinctions you achieve, you will at the same time strive to gain 
some knowledge of the history, the philosophy, and the poetry of the Hebrews. 
You possess here rare advantages for the pursuit of such studies. You have here teachers 
whose hearts are fired with enthusiastic love for our ancient lore. By the institu- 
tion of the Semitic Languages Tripos, due recognition has been given by your 
University to the importance of the study of Hebrew and its allied languages. And 
in your University Library and io several of the college libraries you possess 
manuscript treasures, which, if not equal to those that adorn the Bodleian, are yet of 
rare interest and sterling value. Let me then earnestly express the hope that your 
gatherings here will contribute to stimulate a more earnest study of the Word of 
God, and of the writings which cluster around it, remembering the force of the words 
spoken to Moses which we shall hear to-morrow : ‘* Write thou these words, for atter 
the tenour of these words I have made acovenant with thee and with Israel.” I 
hope you will arrange to mect every Fricay evening after service to study a portion 
of scripture, or some other of our writings. Let us seek to uplift the banner of our 
literature, a banner studded with many bright names on its rich folds, the banner 
which in former years floated so highly and proudly, now, alas, dragged too often 
in the dust of indifference and materialism. Let us again on English soil foster a 
love for Hebrew learning, alike our glory and our pride ! 

Almighty God! Grant we beseech Thee, that this humble synagogue may ever 
remain a centre of spiritual activity, urging the worshippers to lead the life of men | 
and women who are soul of Thy immortal soul, spirit of Thy undying spirit, 
who have been chosen to sanctify Thy holy name by obedience to Thy holy precepts. 
Sovereign of the universe, to Thy Providence we commend our gracious Queen and 
her royal house, endow with insight and faithfulness her ministers and counsellors 
assembled in the high court of Parliament, so that our laws may ever clearly speak 
the right. We implore Tny blessing upon this University and its colleges, upon 
those that administer the affairs tuereof and those that study therein.

JEWISH HomME.—A meeting of the General Committee of the Jewish Home 
Stepney Green, was held on the 26th ult. at the offices of tae Jewish Board of 
Guardians, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, President, in the chair. The meeting adopted the 
twentieth annual report and the balance-sheet, for presentation to the annual 
meeting of subscribers and donors on Sunday, the 22nd inst. The report states that 
the balance-sheet covers a period of 14 months (31st October, 1889, to 3lst December, 
1890), it being thought that subscribers would be batter able to form an accurate 
idea of the financial state of the institution by bringing down the balance to the 
end of the year, which is usually but little prior to the general meeting. 
There are 53 inmates (upwards of 30 being men) in the Home, a number which, 
with its present accommodation, cannot be exceeded. The new laundry which the 
liberality of the Executors of the late Mr. Ephraim Levin allowed the Committee 
to build and equip at a cost of £300, has been at work upwards of a year, and has 
contributed both to the comfort of the inmates and to some economy in the working 
of this department. While the expenditure has been normal, the usefulness of the 
charity has in no way oeen diminished. Both the subscriptions and donations, how- 
ever, show a marked falling off, the former at the rate of £60, and the latter of 
£90 per annum. The unusually low state of the fynances is a cause of grave anxiety, 
and would necessitate a curtailment of the spRere of usefulness of the Home, 


unless the aid afforded in past years be fully maintained. The income was £1,303, 


made up chiefly from subscriptions, £450, donations, £441, and legacies and dona- 
tions in memoriam, £291. The expenditure, including £300 for the laundry, 
reached £1,570.—Out cf a large number of applicants the Committee elected three 
as inmates of the Institution, and empowered the Investigating Committee to elect 
a fourth, should the result of certain inquiries be satisfactory. 


HAND IN HAND AND Wipows’ Home INsTITUTION.—The General Committee 
of this charity in Well Street, Hackney, met on Wednesday at 60, Old Broad Street, 
to consider the annual report and balance-sheet, prior to their adoption by the Annual 
General Court on the 22nd. Mr. Ernest L. Franklin, President, occupied the chair. 
The President and Committee in their report again draw attention to the continued 
decrease in the amount of the annual subscriptions, which have fallen off from £520 
in 1884 to £343 in 1890, although during that period the Institution had steadily 
increased its benefits to the poor. The Committee point out that a decreasing 
subscription list renders it extremely diffisult for them to keep pace with the con- 
tinually increasing demand on their resources. The working of the Institution has 
nevertheless been carried on with the tsual earnestness acd efficiency, as is evidenced 
by the fact that during the past year the entire space for the accomodation of 
inmates has been utilised and every vacancy filled up. The new wing for paying 
inmates is in course of erection and will be ready for occupation in June. 
The Committee believe that the new establishment will meet a decided want that 
has long existed in the community. There are now in the Home 42 inmates (23 men 
and 19 women) whose ages vary from 62 to 100 years. The usual economical 
standard of expenditure has been maintained ; the total is slightly in excess of that 
of the preceding year but is accounted for by the fact that the average number of

BIRMINGHAM, 

A meeting of the Birmingham Jewish Young Men’s Association was held on 
Sunday evening, Mr, E. L, Levy occupied the chair. The subject for the evening 
was a debate ‘That the present social intercourse between Jews and non-Jews is 
not likely to be prejudicial to the religious interests of the community.”

Mr. Goldemid and Mr. Cotton then replied, and after a speech from the chair- 
man which tended to support the negative, the votes were taken with the result 
that the motion was carried by a majority of 4. As the first debate of the Associa- 
tion this was a decided success, and gives considerable promise of the future success 
of the society.

INQUEST.—On Wednesday Mr. Wynne E. Baxter, Coroner for East London, 
held an inquest at the Whitechapel Infirmary respecting the death of Nathan 
Feldman, aged 11 months, the son of a Russian Jew, a schoolmaster, now residing at 
39, Fashion-street, Whitechapel. Fannie Feldman; the mother, stated, through 
an interpreter. that she left her home at Minsk, Central Russia, on the 
7th of February, with her two children, for the purpose of joining her husband,. 
who had been in England 18 months. The deceased child was then in good health. 
Witness was one of a number of Jews who were travelling to England on acconnt 
of the persecation they met with in Russia. The first part of the journey was made 
on sledges, and took three days. Train and sledges completed the journey to Ham- 
burg, where she arrived on the 20th ult. They had to stop on the road on account 
of the severe weather, At Hamburg she took ship for England and on the following 
day the child was taken ill and died. There was nodoctor on board, The captain 
gave her a certificate showing that the death took place on the s.s. Roland 
on the 2Ist ult., at Hymats Haven, Hamburg, and she then brought the body 
on to England, and took it to Whitechapel, arriving there last Thurs- 
day week. She started from home with 35 roubles, value about 70s., and her hus- 
band sent her the tickets for the boat at Hamburg. She had some money left when 
she arrived in England. The jury returned a verdict “ That death was due 
convulsions from yastric irritation, set up by the hardships of a journey from 
Russia to England.”

Struck Down in Burmah. 


Beethoven composed music he was too 
deaf to hear, and the fastest steam craft in 
the world was built (both hull and machi- 
nery) by an American who has been per: 
fectly blind for many years. Nevertheless 
the one would have been the better for his 
hearing and the other for his sight. A 
soldier may be a model of patriotism and 
courage, but of what use is he in an army 
if he cannot carry a musket? 


Allow us to illustrate the point by a 
short story, Mr. John Hodson, waa born at 
Warboys, in Huntingdonshire. When he 
was twenty-five years old he took work as a 
navvy under the great railway contractors, 
Messrs, Lucas, Aird, Sons & Co, of West- 
lulnmster, and remained under them seven 
years. He then enlisted in Her Majesty's 
olst. Regiment and went with it to India in 
[885. He assisted in the Barmah Expedition 
in I880-b, and was at Mandalay when King 
Theebaw surrendered. With this explanation 
we will now let Mr. Hodson tell his own tale. 
He says:—After reaching Shorebo 1 began 
to feel badly, I had a sinking sensation at the 
pit of the stomach and was so drowsy I could 
scarcely hold my head up.
